Newspaper Publisher W E. 
Crutcher, who introduced the 
Chief Executive, claimed “we 
were sabotaged." 

Lawrence McGill, Mavsville an¬ 
nouncer, who was to fill in the 
the background and color, said’ 
"It looks sort of peculiar.” 

William Whitaker, manager of 
radio station WMOR. Morehead. 1 
the originating station declared I 
“I just don't know, but there! 
were a lot of coincidences that 
makes one stop and think." 

Bill Betts, who was in charge 
of the network, first said: "No 
comment” and then added, "We j 
took so many precautions I am 
I surprised." 

This is what happened— 

Checks were made, starting at 
9 o’clock Monday morning. They 
showed the lines were open and 
ready. 

Then, at 1 o’clock Monday af¬ 
ternoon. or an hour before the 
speech, the ‘all clear’ came per¬ 
fectly each five minutes. 

As the time approached for the 
program to start, the radio people 
checked each minute . . . and 
then every five seconds. 

Everything was in order 

At 1:58, or two minutes before 
the program was to go on the 23 
station network, something hap¬ 
pened. 

The frantic radio engineers 
started plugging into other out¬ 
lets. (The Morehead Fieldhouse 
is equipped with 12 , or more, to 
permit a quick switch-over). 

But, all lines were dead. 

It was thought, at first, that 
the fault was at the offices of 
General Telephone Company. But 
the trouble could not be found 
there. 

Meanwhile Marehead College 
President Adron Doran opened 
the program and the Governor 
was introduced. 

Telephone people finally locat¬ 
ed the trouble—about 53 minutes 
after the circuits went dead The
